Serita during a break at the New 
Brockton Elementary School, "I 
learned of the program by accident, 
but was interested immediately and 
happy to get the chance to come to 
the United States." 

Miss Serita explained that in Ja- 
pan all children are required to at- 
tend school for nine years, begin- 
ning at age six. The students are 
required to attend six years at the 
elementary level and three years at 
junior high and may also attend 
three years of high school, although 
the program is not mandatory. De- 
spite the non-mandatory factor in 
high school, over 90 percent of Jap- 
anese students graduate from high 
school! 

"The students attend school six 
days a week from 8:30 until 2:40 
for a total of 240 days a year," added 
Serita. "Each period is forty- 
minutes long and the students try 
very hard to learn so they can ad- 
vance to the next level. While Eng- 
lish is required for a total of six 
years in school, the actual teaching 
is only through writing and reading, 
no speaking of the language is 
taught." 

“One of the most important as- 
pects of Japanese education is the 
required entrance examinations for 
all students," explained the Japanese 
intern, "There are entrance exams at 
every level of education and the 
competition is keen because pass- 
ing the exams and advancing to the 
next level has not only educational 
pressure, but also pressure from the 
family and the entire social struc- 
ture." i 

"T like the schools in the United 
States because the students are more 
relaxed and are not pressured con- 
stantly to excell at all levels," said 
Scrita. "The students here are very 
Smart and study very hard, but they 
enjoy going to school and have fun 
while they are going," 

A major difference in Japanese 
education is the emphasis on “effort 
over intelligence," 

According to Miss Serita, chil- 
dren who are having trouble learn- 
ing are told the problems arise sim- 
ply because the students are not 
trying hard enough, The students 
are told that they are not very 
smart, but at the same time the stu- 
dents know that if they ty hard 
enough they will be able to make it 
even though they are not intelli- 
gent. If a student doesn't try hard 
enough he is told that he is letting 
his group down, letting his family 
down and letting his nation down, 
Moral and character development 
precedes academic development and 
a special "effort prize" is cherished 
over a similar "excellence prize." 

Another emphasis in. Japanese 
education is that of group conform- 
ism. 

Teachers establish groups in the 
early grades and these groups are 
used by the teachers to enforce dis- 
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cipline. If a child is misbehaving, 
the teacher often won't speak to the 
child directly, but might speak to 
the class as a group and ask the oth- 
er students if the behavior of the 
student in question is best for the 
class. Through this method, the stu- 
dent can be singled out, while at the 
same time not be singled out and 
remain part of the group and realize 
his importance to the group. 

The importance of values and 
correct behavior goes far beyond the 
classroom and is practiced at the 
home. A child is taught very care- 
fully how to hang his coat, how to 
arrange his plate at the table and 
how to best present his manners at 
all times. Many of the values date 
back to the Shinto and Confucian 
moral codes and are centered around 
the values of respect for elders and 
for authority, as well as the values 
of cleanliness and a hard work ethic. 

The strength of the Japanese 
group is often mentioned as a major 
factor in the success of the country; 
however; Miss Serita stated that she 
felt the system also caused many 
weaknesses. 

One major weakness pointed out 
by Miss Serita was that the empha- 
sis on effort tends to create people 
whovare "tense and workaholics." 
Another weakness is the belief that 
Students are to be taught at the 
same level, no matter the intelli- 
gence level of the student. This 
creates extra pressure on the stu- 
dents who are not able to keep up 
and who must also take the entrance 
exams. 

A lack of individualism, accord- 
ing to Miss Serita, often leads to 
the individual becoming lost. It 


also leads to bullying because many 
children who are having difficulity 
pay the price by being punished by 
the group for not conforming, 
When asked about her stay in the 
United States, Ikuko stated "I have 
really enjoyed my stay and hope to 
come back, It has taken a while to 


get used to the foods because Amer- 
icans cal so many sweets and the 
foods are so heavy. The clothos are 
the same as in Japan in that we all 
like to wear jeans and sneakers, so, 
while there are many differences 
there are also many things that are 
the same,"

Elba fountain funds begin to rise 


Another meeting in the long 
chain designed to completely reno- 
vate the landmark flowing well 
fountain on the courthouse lawn in 
Elba was held Thursday afternoon 
in the main courtroom of the Elba 
courthouse, 

The meeting was called by Pro- 
bate Judge Marion Brunson and was 
attended by about 20 city and coun- 
ty officials and interested citizens. 

Mr. Henry Wheeler, an onamen- 
tal iron professional from Dothan 
was present to show some possible 
designs and help the group decide 
which direction it would be best to 
follow. 

Wheeler noted that a fountain 
along the lines desired by those 
present could be purchased at a price 
varying from $4,000 to about 
$9,000. Add this to the four or five 
thousand for repairing the pool; two 
thousand for brick work on the wall 
and walkway; more for water foun- 
tains and electric lights and pumps 
and the total price for the Elba 
flowing well renovation will proba- 
bly exceed $12,000. 

Brunson , Elba Mayor Bob Eng- 
lish and County Commissioner 
Robert Stephens estimate they have 
on hand or committed about half 
the needed funds, 

Additional funds are still be so- 
licited and anyone interested in 
making a donation can make checks 
to the Flowing Well Restoration 
Fund and mail or deliver the check 
to Judge Burnson, English or Ste- 
phens.

The Elba City Council heard a 
request for reinstatement from a for- 
mer city police officer Monday 
night and also voted to take bids on 
construction of the pool around the 
courthouse fountain presently under 
renovation. 

Former police officer Michael 
Patrick addressed the city council 
and said,"All I have to say is I 
would like to get back on the 
force". He continued with,"I have 
some signatures of people who 
want me back on" 


Patrick then presented Mayor 
Bob English with a stack of papers 
that contained names of people re- 
questing his reinstatement. The 
pages contained varying numbers of 
names from a few to full pages. 

English looked at the pages one 
at a time and passed them to each 
council member. He then told Pa- 
trick that the police department was 
"Now at full force and we are not 
hiring. When we do, you would 
have to go back through the system 
and get recommended by the chief", 


He added, "That is the way it is set 
up in our city code," 

Reverend W. T. Harris addressed 
the council in Patrick's behalf and 
said, " I think everyone deserves a 
second chance." 

Council member Jack Prescott 
noted that according to the letter 
shown council members, Patrick 
was told to either "resign or be 
fired". He added that the man had a 
right to a hearing before the council 
and should have been told this at 
the time. 


Water & Electric Board saves $190,000 


The Elba Water and Electric has 
saved $190,775 in a deal with the 
Farmer's Home Adminstration in 
which the utility refinanced a bond 
issue of money borrowed from the 
government to pay for some utility 
improvements several years ago. 
The savings were possible due to 
FHA giving a huge discount for 
early repayment of the loan. 

Elba officials worked out a deal 
with Hugo Marx & Co, of Birm- 
ingham in which $200,000 in new 
money will be borrowed at seven 
and one half percent interest. This 
money will pay off the existing 
$273,000 balance on the principal 


of the loan at a discount of almost 
one third: The actual percent being 
paid on the total loan is 66.647%. 
This works out to be something 
around $185,000 including accruded 
interest. Adding cost of the bond is- 
sue, the utility is borrowing the 
$200,000 and paying it back over a 
20-year period, thus cutting 15 
years off the total payback time. 

The cut back of the payback 
time will increase the monthly pay- 
ments about $300 a month but will 
figure into the saving of the 
$190,775. 

According to Hugo Marx Ill,

Jack Griffith, of the Southeast 
Alabama Regional Planning & De- 
velopment Commission, presented 
the final draft of the application at 
Monday's meeting and after brief 
explanation of the process got the 
commission's approval for the $1 
million project. 


Third case of 
rabies reported 
in county 


The Coffee County Health De- 
partment reported this week that it 
had confirmed the third case of ra- 
bies in the county. 

According to Richard Brown, 
Public Health Enviromentalist, the 
third case was reported in the Betha- 
ny Community and confirmed on 
May 5, There was no human expo- 
sure, but one dog was exposed and 
was terminated, 

The three cases reported this year 
have been in three different areas of 
Coffee County, with one being 
south of Enterprise, one at the Ta- 
bernacle Community and the latest 
at Bethany. 

"We would like to strongly urge 
the citizens of Coffee County to 
make sure their domestic animals 
have been treated for rabies within 
the past year and to beware of wild- 
life out of its natural habitat. 


The federal funding, if approved,

*** learned that a $6,000 grant to 
begin the work on organization of a 
countywide water system had been 
approved; 

***approved a request to open 
bids on traffic signs, fuel and ma- 
chinery parts at the next meeting; 

***received a fuel consumption 
report from the county engineer; 

***received a map showing the 
roads that had been recently bladed 
in the county; 

***approved a request from the 
county engineer that for the remain- 


der of the Fiscal Year all 2 cent 
funds be automatically transferred to 
the 3R Fund, in the highway de- 
partment; 

*“**took no action on a request 
by Comm. Sid Averett that roads 
86,48, 89 and the Boy Scout Road 
be bush-hogged; 

***agreed to meet with the 
county engineer on May 16 to 
study the possibility of adding addi- 
tional workers to do bush-hogging 
in the county; 

***was told the state had ap- 
proved a resurfacing plan for the 
county; 

***approved a request by an En- 
terprise car dealer to rent the county 
fairgrounds at New Brockton for a 
special car sale in June; 

***approved the extension of the 
South Genuine Water Authority 
into an area of Coffee County; 

***was reminded that May 12 is 
Older Americans Day and a special 
program is scheduled at the Enter- 
prise Civic Center; 

***was informed that May 13 
will be designated as Ned Folmar 
Day in Coffee County; 

***apreed to adopt formal guide- 
lines for future rent of farm center 
facilities; 

***and, set a public hearing for 
May 23 on a request to close a dirt 
road in Goodman. 


Thursday afternoon with the details 
of the transaction, this is part of the 
federal government's efforts to raise 
money and they are willing to take 
the heavy discount to get their 
hands on cash money, Marx ex- 
plained that the utility is able to 
take advantage of this hefty savings 
because of the government's finan- 
cial condition.

We gota scare one evening a couple of weeks ago when the fire department 
alert radio broadcast that the Elba courthouse was on fire! We rushed to the 
office, grabbed a camera and went trotting down the street to where Elba 
fire trucks were already assembling. It turned out that one of the spotlights 
on the outside of the building had shorted out and was putting out a lot of 
smoke as it melted down.

Dear Mr. Cox: 

I need to clear up a few things 
concerning the resurfacing projects I 
brought before the county commis- 
sion. 

I understand the timing is bad 
just before election, but as an engi- 
neer I deal in absolutes and not in 
politics; in other words, what's best 
for Coffee County Highway Dept. 
and its 700-mile road system. 

Fact 1 - The Coffee County 
Commission had no input as to 
which roads were picked - I picked 
them all. 

Fact 2 - I chose only roads I 
felt were about to fall apart, or that 
possibly would not make it through 
next winter. These roads should 
have been resurfaced three years ago 
for about $500,000 and not the 
$821,000 they cost now. 

Fact 3 - 1 could have added a 
road or two in another district and 
received enough votes to pass the 
proposal but | would not be a part 
of that. This was really $1,000,000 
worth of work. By letting all pro- 
jects at once the county would save 
$100,000 to $200,000. That's 
called volume buying. 

Fact 4 - Most counties operate 
under the panic system: a bridge 
falls in and they fix it; a road comes 


apart and they fix it. 1 want Coffee 
County Road Dept. working under 
a planned maintenance program -- 
that's called preventive mainte- 
nance, 

Fact 5 - This proposal includ- 
ed no paving, but only resurfacing. 

Fact 6 - At times last winter 
Coffee County had as many as five 
patching crews working at once, 
and that was a light winter. 

Fact 7 - Resurfacing of these 
roads would save the county be- 
tween $50,000 to $100,000 in 
maintenance next year. 

Fact 8 - Coffee County pays 
only 4.8% interest on borrowed 
money. 

One last comment: the best ex- 
ample of a paved road is a roof for a 
house. When the roof gets old, 
most people replace it before it 
starts leaking (example of preven- 
tive maintenance), and when the 
roof gets about 10 leaks, they don't 
wait two or three years before they 
fix it. 

Thank you, Mr. Cox, for allow- 
ing another side of the story to be 
printed,

Smart Snacks

In January, 1988, there were ap- 
proximately 3400 children in the 
state of Alabama in foster family 
homes. These children are in foster 
care because their own parents were 
unable to care for them. The rea- 
sons the that the parents are unable 
to care for these children range from 
abuse/neglect to unwillingness and 
many more. Whatever the reason, 
society must take over the responsi- 
bility of caring for these children. 
In a Nebraska Guide for Foster Par- 
ents is the sentence: "Foster family 
care for children is based on the the- 
ory that no unit in our society, oth- 
er than the family, has ever been 
able to provide the special qualities 
needed to nurture children to their 
fullest mental, emotional, and spir- 


itual development." This reasoning 
can be applied to any foster family 
care situation in any state. A sub- 
Stitute family is used to provide 
temporary, twenty-four-hour care 
for the child when the natural fami- 
ly is no longer able or willing to do 
this. It is important to note here 
that this, "temporary care" can 
range in time span from overnight 
to many years. 

Basically what all this says is 
that it is important for children to 
grow up in a family setting, even 
when they are not able to grow up 
in their birth home setting. This 
speaks as loudly as anything I 
know to say family is the best situ- 
ation for children. Government is 
saying this by providing for foster

ANSWERS! TO YOUR 
BIBLE QUESTIONS 


Can one be scripturally bap- 
tized by one who is not an 
ordained minister, or even a 
faithful Christian?

Peter told the multitude on Pentecost, "Repent, and be baptized every one 
of you in the name of Jesus Christ for the remission of sins, and ye shall re- 
ceive the gift of the Holy Ghost" (Acts 2:38). Thus "for remission of sins," 
the "why" of baptism, is important. Ananias said to Saul of Tarsus, "And 
now why tarriest thou? arise and be baptized, and wash away thy sins, call- 
ing on the name of the Lord" (Acts 22:16). This shows the importance of 
the "when" of baptism, that is, as soon as a person understands that baptism 
is necessary. 

Paul told the Roman Christians, "Know ye not, that so many of us as 
were baptized into Jesus Christ were baptized into his death? Therefore we 
are buried with him by baptism into death; that like as Christ was raised up 
from the dead by the glory of the Father, even so we also should walk in 
newness of life” (Rom. 6:3-4). This shows the importance of the "how" of 
baptism, a burial, immersion in water. Thus the "why," the "when" and the 
"how" of baptism are important, but is the "who," the administrator of bap- 
tism important? 

Paul told the arguing Corinthians, “I thank God that I baptized none of 
you, but Crispus and Gaius, lest any should say that I had baptized in mine 
own name" (I Cor, 1:14-15). Paul emphasized that the administrator in bap- 
tism makes no difference. In fact, he was glad that he had personally bap- 
tized only a few of the Corinthians, because he did not want them to be able 
to claim a special allegiance to him, instead of Christ. He asked them, "Is 
Christ divided? was Paul crucified for you? or were ye baptized in the name 
of Paul?" (I Cor, 1:13), Paul was not denying the importance of baptism 
whatsoever, but wanted the Corinthians to remember the purpose of baptism 
into Christ. ; 

Some religious groups claim baptism is invalid unless done by a properly 
ordained minister of that group. But there is a very serious problem in 
claiming that the administrator of baptism, the one who does the baptizing, 
must be an “ordained minister," or a faithful Christian. If the one who ad- 
ministers the baptism was not baptized by one who was-himself qualified to 
baptize, then, by this reasoning, his baptism is invalid, And even if the one 
who administers baptism was baptized by one qualified, what if someone 
else back up the chain was unqualified? That would mean that everyone who 
innocently followed after the one unqualified to baptize would have received 
invalid baptism. The idea of qualifications of the baptizer requires an un- 
broken succession of faithful Christians all the way back to Jesus, which is 
absurd. The important ideas in baptism are why, when, and how, not by 
whom.

Chairman Of County Board Of 
Registrars Speaks To Seniors

Chuck Lewis, chairman of the 
Coffee County Board of Registrars, 
recently spoke to the Government/ 
Economics class at Zion Chapel 
High School on: the rights and re- 
sponsibilitics of voting. Many of 
the students in the class are old 
enough to vote in this year's elec- 
tions, 

Mr, Lewis stressed that each 
vote has "weight, meaning and pur- 
pose.” He encouraged the new vot- 
ers to vote with intelligence and 
knowledge. 

Mr. Lewis emphasized the im- 
portance of voting, and said the best 
way to watch officials was to vote. 
He said voters should seriously con- 
sider every aspect of a political fig- 
ure's running platform before they 
vote for that person. He said the 
candidates being voted for should 
uphold the United States Constitu- 
tion, 

Mr. Lewis discussed two ways a 
person could lose their voting privi- 
lege: by being declared non compos 
mentis (not of sound mind), or by 
being convicted of a crime, 


Once a person has become a con- 
victed felonist that person loses his 
or her civil rights. After being re- 
leased from prison he or she can ap- 
ply for their civil rights, and the 
court which convicted that person 
will decide if he-she should be giv- 
en back their civil rights (this in- 
cludes the right to vote), 

All persons who are already 18 
or will become 18 years of age be- 
fore June 7 and meet all other quali- 
fications are eligible to vote in the 
June political primary. 

Mrs. Rachel Bryan, the Govern- 
ment/Economics teacher at Zion 
Chapel, was made a deputy registrar 
by Mr. Lewis. Mrs. Bryan used a 
map of the county with the beats 
designated to locate where each stu- 
dent lived. She then told the stu- 
dents which beat they lived in so 
they could write it on their voter 
registration form. 

The students then completed the 
rest of the form with personal infor- 
mation. After completing the form 
they were required to swear or af- 
firm that all the information they 
had given was accurate.

Hunters in Coffee County and 
throughout the south have long en- 
joyed the thrill of well trained hune- 
ing dogs trailing coons and deer and 
if an Enterprise resident is success- 
ful with a new venture the thrill of 
the chase may also include the fox 
as another source of prey, 

Jerry Parker, of Enterprise, is 
nearing completion on a 325 acre 
"fox run" located near Elba off 
Highway 189 and when’ opened later 
this summer the facility will in- 
clude a fenced hunting area, a club- 
house and a kennel to house dogs 
left at the training site. 

The 325 acres on the rural sec- 
tion of the county are all encircled 
with a six foot high fence, making 
the fence over three miles long! 

The fence extends approximately 
eight inches underground and in- 
cludes three strands of electric wire, 
all of which is designed to keep the 
foxes inside. 

"I grew up in a hunting family,” 
said Parker, "and it seems like more 
and more people don't like to have 
dogs run on their land, so, the alter- 
native is to allow the dogs to run 
on a fenced hunting ground in a 
controlled setting. We have put up 

over three miles of fence and con- 


structed a bridge that is 75 feet long 
and 14 feet wide. In the installation 
of the fence over 350 cross-ties 
were used and 1,100 metal posts 
were placed in the ground. It was a 
lot of work, but when the run 
opens soon it will all be worth it if 
the hunters in the area enjoy the fa- 
cility." 

Parker stated that the dogs that 
are left at the site for training will 
be housed and fed and will bé al- 
lowed to run twice a week, under 
the instruction of a trainer, 


"Once we open we'll be open 
seven days a week for the use of the 
hunters and their dogs," added Park- 
er, "and the hunters may purchase 
cither daily permits or seasonal per- 
mits. The roads reach to all corners 
of the hunting area to allow hunters 
to watch their dogs in action and at 
the clubhouse one side will be open 
to Iet the owners hear their dogs at 
work," 

A total of 25 foxes will be 
placed in the fenced area within two. 
weeks and after giving the animals 
a month to become accustomed to 
their new home, the run will open 
to the public.
